CUCKOOS WANT HIM DEFEATED. 


Office Holders Are Agarieved Because 

Hardin Stands Firm. 
‘ Washington, August 20.—(Special.)—The 
acministration democrats from Kentucky 
are howling like wolves because General 
Wardin, the democratic gubernatorial can- 
didate in Kentucky, in opening the cam- 
paign Jast night, did nut defend or at least 
keep silent concerning the money plank 
inserted in the platform by the aid of the 
administration postmastera, revenue agents 
and other federal officials. They imagined 
that the gold plank in the platform would 
act as a gag to stop the mouth of the gal- 
lant General Hardin. 

They are loud in their denunciation of 
Hardin, forgetting that the democratic 
platform adopted at Chicago did not pre- 
vent President Cleveland from delivering 
the government, horse, foot and dragoons, 
to the usurers of Wall street. But Hardin 
will not recant and his strong stand for 
free silver forces the goldbug democrats 
and the republicans in Kentucky into the 
same corral. 

The administration democrats, pursuing 
their usual tactics, are now talking of 
withdrawing all their support from Hardin 
and are openly predicting his cefeat. This 
only serves as u further demonstration of 
the fact that the administration democrats 
won't play if they caut have their own 
way. Hardin’s refusal to sink his convic- 
tions, which were well known when he ‘was 
nominated, irritates them the more because 
it is already established that Senator Black- 
burn has captured a majority of the demo- 
cratic candidates for the legislature and 
his re-election to the genate is assured 
if the democrats carry the legislature. The 
fruits of the administration’s victory have, 
therefore, already turned to ashes on their 
lips. 


THE SYNDICATE PUT UP AGAIN 


To Prevent the Gold Reserve Falling 
Below #100,000,000. 

Washington, August 20.—The_ treasury 
gold reserve stood at the close of business 
today, with the withdrawals and deposits 
taken into account, at $101,577,148. 

The withdrawals of gold reported to the 
treasury today were: At New York, Au- 
gust 19th, $100,000; at New York, August 
20th, $2,850,000; total, $2,950,000. 

There was deposited at New York today 
by the Belmont-Morgan syndicate $2,000,000 
in gold. 

The telegram announcing the withdraw- 
als arrived at the treasury about 3 o’clock 
p. m. It came from ‘Assistant United 
States Treasurer Jordan and occasioned 
much speculation as to whether or not 
the syndicate would permit the gold re- 
serve to fall below $100,000.000. Unless a 
’ ‘by the cynticate-was- made the 
withdrawals announced would carry it be- 
8:45 o’clock a wel- 
ccme telegram from Mr. Jordan stated that 
a deposit of $2,000,000 of gold cvin had been 
mad2 by the syndicate and the gold re- 
serve was still intact. This was the third 
time that the syndicate had come, to the 
rescue of the gold reserve within the past 
few weeks. In al] it has deposited in ex- 
cess of its tond stipulation $7,000,000 in gold 
coin, or nearly fourteen tons of the yel- 
low metal. 

Since July 13th, when the present gold cx- 
port movement began, the treasury has lost 
in gold coin taken for export $13,185,000. 


CARTER TATE DENIES IT. 


Says He Was Misquoted—His Views 
Have Not Changed. 

Duluth, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—Milton 
county superior court opened ‘there yester- 
day, Judge George F. Gober presiding. 

Congressman F. C. Tate is here shaking 
hands with the boys, but will not speak. 
He denies most emphatically having had 
the interview credited to him in The Wash- 
ington Post, and says that his attitude 
upon the financial question has not changed 
one iota, and that he is for the free coinage 
of silvar.

TO INVESTIGATE INDIAN TROUBLES. 


Who Killed the Bannocks 

Will Be Punished. 

Washington, August 20.—Since the clos- 
ing of the Bannock Indian troubles the 
interior department has been busy collect- 
ing material as a basis for a report of the 
whole affair, and it has now about com- 
pleted its task. It has been long under- 
stood that those implicated in the killing 
and wounding of Indians would be brought 
to account. The department of justice will 
goon have all the facts of the affair laid 
before it, probably tomorrow, and it is 
understood that the interior department 
will recommend that special agents be de- 
tailed to visit the scenes of the recent 
troubles and make investigation, with a 
view to punishing the persons who engaged 
in killing the indians. In the event that 
the department of justice acquiesces in this 
recommendation, the interior department 
will send inspectors along with the agents 
to assist in the investigation. 

It is not likely that Agent Teter will 
take any part in this phase of the matter, 
owing to the prejudice of the settlers 
against him.

Kentucky's Democratic Goldbug Papers 
Treat Hardin’s Campaign Coldly. 


HENRY ’ WATTERSON  HESITATES 


He Seems to Be on the Verge of 
Joining the Republicans, 


GOLDBUGS READY TO BOLT THE PARTY 


The Evening Post, of Louisville, Wants the 
Democratic Candidate to Come Down 
Because He Isa Bimetsllist. 


Louisville, Ky., August 20.—(Special.)— 
The treachery of the goldbug element has 
already developed. 

Notwithstanding the presence of Henry 
Watterson upon the stage last night at the 
Auditorium, he neither approached General 


Hardin upon’ the conclusion of his speech 


nor editorially on the democratic campaign 
in The Courier Journal this morning. He 
merely reprinted an old editorial. in which 
the silver men were lectured. 

Across the street from The Courier 
Journal is the office of a German paper 
called The Anzieger, As it was 11 o’clock 
at night before General Hardin's. speech 
was through, it was consequently mid- 
night before an editorial could have been 
placed in type. Yet, by some strange sort 
of understanding, The Courier Journal 
heard of The Anzieger’s projected editorial, 
secured a copy of it, which was translated 
by the Dutch @litor and printed in The 
Courier Journal of this morning. Thus a 
democratic paper which could not have an 
editorial notice in favor of democracy could 
find prominent space for the malignant 
treason of The Anzteger. 

He Who Hesitates Is Lost, 

But there are other evidences of goldbug 
treason to the party. The Hvening Times, 
an attachment of The Courier Journal, this 
afternoon asks for time in which to study 
General Hardin’s speech, thus filling up the 
hiatus in the morning edition. 

The Evening Post, another golibug organ, 
comes out in an editorial this afternoon 
calling upon General Hardin to withdraw 
from the race, and urging the state cen- 
tral committee to name another candidate 
in his place. This shows the covert pur- 
pose of those who are seeking to destroy 
the democratic party. 

As they are doing in Kentucky, they pr 
pose to do elsewhere. 

General Hardin Undisturbed. 

General Hardin, however, is undisturbed 
by these desertions from democracy. He 
expected that they would do so, and relies 
upon the common people of the state, who 
have always been true to the’ principles of 
the party. He goes to Mayfield tonight,.in 
the western part of the state, where he 
wil again meet Colonel Bradley, the re- 
publican candidate, tomorrow afternoon. 
Tiae debate there is bound to be even more 
sensational than that of the Auditorium. 
In the meeting of: last night, Co'onel Bred. 
ley failed to answer the question as to 
whether ‘he ‘had always been 4 gold stend- 
ard man to the satisfaction of General 
Hardin, who put him on notice that he 
would press the question tomorrow. 

Colonel Bradley a!so put General Hardin 
on notice that he would ask him, in the 
event that he was elected governor, would 
he appoint Joe Blackburn, with his present 
record, to fill a possigle senatorial vacancy. 
These two questions, so pointedly put, will 
mark the :ine between goldbug and bimetal- 
list in Kentucky. 

The Platform a Truce. 

The financial plank in the democratic 
platform of Kentucky is but a truce before 
the battle royal of 1896. 

That was the main feature developed 
by the debate between General Hardin and 
Colonel Bradley. 

General P, W. Hardin, democratic can- 
didate for the governorship, is in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
and says so, That is a national issue and 
in every contest in which that question is 
at stake he will so vote, He is running for 
governor of Kentucky this year—an office 
which plays no part in national af- 
fairs. 

in the state convention which nominated 
General Hardin over one-third were what 
might be called extreme silver men. Less 
than one-third were gold men under cover. 
fore the democracy of the state had been 
almost routed out of its boots. It was 
necessary to recoup this great loss, and for 
this cessation from destracting issues was 
desired, so that all might unite in the 
one grard struggle of re-establishing the 
democracy of Kentucky, Hence a truce 
was called on the financial question by the 
adoption of the platform of 1892, which 
left matters in status quo—every man still 
the lord of his own method of construc- 
tion. There were extreme free silver men 
who did not like the status quo business, 
and so said upon the vote, The gold men 
were mighty glad of the safe retreat and 
accepted the situation. The free silver men 
came back on the home run and captured 
the governorship. 

Since that time General Hardin has been 
mighty silent—provokingly silent for The 
Courier-Journal. That paper has advised 
with him, lectured him, cursed him out 
in parenthesis, but all to no purpose. It 
urged him to come out on the platfcrm—its 
interpretation of it—and assured him of 
the governorship in a mint julip if he would 
worship the golden calf. 

Blackburn in the Field. 

But while Hardin was silent Joe Black- 
burn was talkative. He was appealing from 
the prudence of politicians in convention 
to the conscience of the people in the ex- 
ercise of their franchise. Things 
were going on brightly for 
Joe, but gloomy for The Courier-Journai. 
Not @h issue but had a fling at him. He 
was a populist, he was a communist, he 
was an anarchist, he was anythifig that 
could be construed as being worse than 
the republican, Bradley. It was at this 
point that an awful gleam of white light 
was let into the inner consciousness of 
The Courier-Journal. The state campaign 
committee actually had the audacity to 
invite the man who has won the senator- 
ship against all odds to deliver several 
speeces in the interest of th state ticket. 
It was a recognition, on the part of the

Decision Given at Chattanooga in the 


Nashville and Chattanooga’s Favor. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 20.—(Special.) 
A decision was rendered today by United 
States District Judge Clark in the case of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Terminal railway against the 
Queen and Crescent, wherein there has 
been a hot fight over the right of way to 
valued manufacturing territory in the 
southwestern part of the city worth to 
either road in freights $50,000 a year. The 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis stole 
@ march on the Queen and Crescent, and 
leased the Terminal, the only Hine to that 
territory, for ten years. Qo get even, the 
Queen and Crescent built in the darkness 
of the night a track of its own, but the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis en- 
joined the Queen and Crescent from using 
these tracks. 

Today Judge Clark sustained the injunc- 
tion and further commanded the Queen 
and Crescent to tear up the tracks it had 
sureptitiously laid and leave the ground as 
it was before 'the unlawful work was done. 
The whole thing has been the biggest sen- 
sation in railroad circles here for a long 
time, ‘but the biggest sensation came today 
when it was learned that attorneys acting 
for the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis and the Terminal had demanded 
Judge Clark to remove Mr. Felton as rey 
ceiver of the Queen and Crescent, alleging 
that the had so grossly disregarded the laws 
of the state as to render him undesirable 
as a servant of the court. Touching this, 
Judge Clark acknowledged the unlawful- 
ness of Receiver Felton’s action, but de- 
clined ‘to interfere with his position as re- 
ceiver, saying that Judge Taft had appoint- 
ed him, and that he (Clark) would not 
question his authority or wisdom. If the 
gentlemen insisted on Mr. Felton’s dis- 
charge, they could file complaint and re- 
quest with Judge Taft. 


HERE’S MORE TROUBLE FOR THEM. 


Chinese Refuse To Permit English or 
Americans at the Inquiry. 

Hong Kong, August 20.—Information has 
been received here confirming the previous 
reports that the prefect accompanying the 
commission of inquiry into the massacre of 
Christians at Kucheng, a8 well as’ the 
Chinese officials at that place, have posi- 
tively refused to permit the British and 
American consuls to be present during the 
examination of the prisoners connected with 
the outrages. The consuls) have made a 
formal protest and the miatter has been 
referred to the viceroy. Im consequence of 
this section of the Chinese authorities, se- 
ricus difficulties are expected. 

May Take Active Measures. 

Washington, August 20.—The state de- 
partment is without any information about 
the report that the Chinese officials havé 
refused to allow the mixed American and 
British commission to make a free and 
complete investigation of the Kucheng 
massacre. If the report Be true there is 
no doubt that confirmation Will be re- 
ceived through a cable * from Min- 
ister Denby or some United’ States consu- 
lar office in China. 

As the situation now appears, the Chi- 
nese government is taking a great risk in 
‘hampering the commissioners. Feeling in 
England on the subject is intense, and if 
every opportunity is not given the British 
commissioners the British government, ac- 
cording to the state department’s view, 
will probably take active measures to en- 
force its demand for redress and compel 
China to redeem the promise that the 
murderers of British missionaries would 
be punished by death. This country has 
not the Bame interest in the massacre that 
the British have, for the reason that one 
American only, Miss Hartford, was in- 
jured, whereas, ten English people were 
butchered. The United States govern- 
ment has not committed itself in any way 
with regard to the investigation that the 
Chinese are said to have blocked, and 
what it will do in the event that the re- 
port concerning the obstacles thrown in 
the commissioners’ way may prove true 
cannot be stated with any degree of -posi- 
tiveness at the present time..: 

Admiral Kirkland’s Investigation. 

Washington, August 20.—The statement 
that Rear Admiral Kirkland had cast se- 
vere reflections on the character of Ameri- 
can missionaries in Turkey, which called 
forth an answer from the editor of The 
Presbyterian Banner, is said in official cir- 
cles to be not sustained by the facts. Ad- 
miral Kirkland’s report on the result of 
his investigation into the alleged outrages 
on American missionaries in Syria contain- 
ed nothing that could be construed as of- 
fensive by missionaries or other persons 
concerned. The result of the investigation 
as shown by the report was'a failure to 
discover any information tending to sus- 
tain the charges that Christians had been 
crucified and otherwise ill-treated. Admiral 
Kirkland visited every accessible port on 
the Syrian coast in the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, and made a very thorough inquiry 
into all the complaints. At each port he 
invited on board the vessel the local au- 
thorities and all persons who had charges to 
make or testimony to give. Not one who 


came in response to the invitation could 


give direct evidence of the alleged outrages 
and the hearsay evidence was of so flimsy 
a character that it was impossible to follow 
it up and most of the statements from per- 
sons who claimed to heve witnesses the 
ill-treatment of Christians. 


TWO OFFICERS KILLED 


While Attempting To Arrest Outlaws 
im North Carolina. 
Knoxville, Tenn.,. August 20.—Deputy 
Sheriff Greene and a special deputy> named 
Greenlee were killed in Watauga county, 
North Carolina, yesterday while tryivg 
to arrest the two Cable brothers, notorious 
outlaws. They had located the boys in 
their father’s house and called on them 
to surrender. A general fight followed, in 
which the officers were killed. Mrs. Cable 
was shot through the shoulder and hand 
and old man Cable was shot through the 
stomach. The two young men both es- 

caped unhurt. 


Steamboat Burned. 

New Orleans, August 20.—Tonight about 
8 o’clock the steamer John D. Scully was 
burned while tied to the bank at Carroll- 
ton. The craft was an old-timer among 
steamboats and has been used for many 
years on the tributary streams or during 
very low water on the Mississippi. She 
was valued at $5,000. The amount of in- 
surance could not be learned. The origin 
of the fire is unknown.

The hottest kind 
of a fight was made in this ward because 
of Mayor Warwick’s prominence in the 
anti-Quay movement, but the mayor has

When question in regard to the matter, 
Mr. Shoemaker first seemed reluctant to 
discuss it, but finally admitted that he had 
received such a dispatch. 

“Do you think the telegram is genuine?’

THEY WERE ACQUITTED. 


Five Men Charged with Lynching Set 
Free by the Court. 
Jacksonville, Fla., August 20.—A special 
to The Times-Union from Lake City, Fla., 
says that the preliminary trial of John 
Walker, J. W. Rhodan, L. D. and W. B. 
Padgett and Thomas Phillips, white men, 
charged .with lynching the negro preacher, 
Robert Bennett, on July 4th, tcok place 
there today. There was little evidence 
against the accused and they were dis- 

charged. 

About fifty white men, friends of the 
accused, came to town heavily armed to 
see that the negroes did not attempt to 
harm them. So much excitement was 
caused by the rumor that a cariload of 
armed negroes was coming from Jackson- 
ville to lynch the prisoners that the mayor 
ordered all the saloons closed. There were 
many negroes in town, but they made no 
demonstration and the anticipated trouble 
did not materialize. Preacher Bennett was 
lynehed for an attempted assault on the 
little danghter of W. B. Padgett. Five 
hundred dollars reward has been offered 
by Governor Mitchell for the arrest and 
conviction of the lynchers, but it is not 
thought the state will ever have to pay it.

New York, August 20.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Times from Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, says that forces of the Quito 
government, led by General Vega, have 
been defeated, and Colonel Talbot was kill- 
ed in a battle with the patriot forces led 
by General Serrano at Portete, near Cuen- 
ca. The fall of Cuenca is imminent.

SPAIN AGREES 10 PAY 


The Mora Claim Is to Be Settled Before 
September 15th. 


IT WAS PLANNED TO SEIZE HAVANA 


Cleveland Is Reported to Have Con- 
templated an Aggressive Policy. 


WARSHIPS WERE BEING ASSEMBLED

It Was Assumed That Spain Would 
Quickly Come to Time if a Demon- 
stration Were Made. 


Washington, . August 2.—After many 
years of controversy the claim of Maxima 
Mora, a naturalized American citizen, 
against the government of Spain for the 
value of his sugar plantations in Cuba, 
has been amicably settled, or rather prac- 
tically so, for Spain has until September 
15th to make the payment. 

Spain’s final and positive agreement to 
pay at an early date was made some “time 
ago, but since the cabinet council at Mad- 
rid committed the fovernment to that 
promise a difficulty arose through a furth- 
er decisfon of the council not to pay the 
interest on the claim, amounting to about 
$300,000. It was believed at the time that 
this attitude of the cabinet would result 
in serious difficulty between the United 
States and Spain. The patience of the 
Washington government has been worn 
out through Spain’s insistent policy of 
making promises and then failing to keep 
them. 

So seriously did this government view 
the refusal to pay the ig@terest that a plan 
that might have involved the United 
States in war with Spain was decided on 
by the president, Secretary Olney and Sec- 
retary Herbert. This was no less than 
an intention to seize Havana and hold that 
port until the Spanish government: paid 
the amount of the interest, or customs 
revenues amounting to the full interest 
had been collected at the Havana custom 
house by the United States officers who 
would have been placed in charge. The 
statement that this plan was practically 
arranged is made on the best authority. 
In coming to such a serious conclusion the 
administration found a precedent for it in 
the recent action of Great Britain in seiz- 
ing the port of Corinto, Nicaragua, for 
the purpose of collectig indemnity claimed 
for subjects who had suffered at the hands 
of the Nicaraguan government during the

The agreement between Spain, the Uni- 
ted States and Mora was arranged after 
repeated conferences between Secretary 
Olney, Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Span- 
ish minister, and Mora’s attorney. 
retary Olney is at Falmouth and Senor de 
Lome is at Swampscott, and Mora and his 
attorney were summoned to Massachusetts 
to sign the agreement. Mora waives all 
claim for interest and Spain, represented 
by Senor de Lome, agrees to make the 
payment on September i5th. {The principal 
of the claim is $1,500,000, ahd it is to be 
paid in Spanish gold» When the agree- 
ment was made Mora asked that the money 
be paid to a representative of the United 
States or his attorney, either in Washing- 
ton or Madrid, but Senor de Lome insisted 
that it should be paid to Mora’s attorney 
by Martinez Campos, the captain general 
of Cuba, in Havana. This dispute could 


not be arranged and does not appear in 
the articles of agreement.

SOUTH CAROLINA'S ELECTION. 


Tillmanites Will Control the Conven- 
tion by a Large Majority. 
Columbia, 8S. C., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Reports from all parts of the state indi- 
cate that not more than a half vote was 
cast in the election of delegates to the con- 
stiqutional convention held today. The 
apathy shown in the primary has extended 

to the general election. 

In the following counties there were no 
contests and the primary tickets were 
elected accordingly: Abbeville, Aiken, 
Barnwell, Colleton, Darlington, Edgefield, 
Georgetown, Kershaw, Lancaster, Laur- 
ens, Newberry, Pickens and York. In Sum- 
ter and Union the independent compromise 
tickets have probably defeated the straight- 
out reform tickets nominated in the pri- 
mary. In Anderson, Greenville, Fairfield 
and Oconee the indications are that thd pri- 
mary tickets, composed of reformers and 
conservatives, have defeated the indepen- 
dent full straightout tickets. In these four 
counties no republican tickets were run, 
but the republicans supported the indepen- 
dent ticket. 

In Beaufort, Berkley, Charleston, Chester, 
Chesterfield, Clarendon, Hampton, Horry, 
Marion, Orangeburg, Richland and Wil- 
liamsburg full republican tickets were run, 
but the indications are that in every county 
named the democrats were successful, ex- 
cept possibly in Beaufort, where a com- 
promise democratic-republican ticket has 
probably won. Ex-Circuit Judge Wallace, 
who ran on the independent ticket in Union 
county, has been sent to the convention, 
and so has ex-Circuit Judge Frazier, who 
ran on the independent ticket in Sumter 
county. 

In Columbia not more than half of the 
registered white vote was polled, but the 
democratic majority over the republicans 
In the county will be about seventy-five. 
Governor Evans has been elected from 
Aiken county, and so have Senator Tillman 
from Edgefield, Senator Irby from Laurens, 
Congressman Talbot from Edgefield, and 
Congressman Wilson from Spartanburg. A 
large number of very strong men have been 
elected from various counties and all «are 
agreed that the convention will be the 
most intellectual that has been held in 
South Carolina since the war. Throughout 
the state it was one of the most quiet elec- 
tions that has been held in recent years, 
and not a casualty has been reported. The 
friends of the dispensary claim that to this 
institution a large share of the credit for 
this is due, as the dispensaries were closed 
and there were no side doors through which 
persons could get lfquor.

Charleston, 8. C., August 20.—(Special.)— 
The election for delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention passed off very quietly 
here today, the vote being very light.

The democratic 
executive committee had to drag the voters 
to the polis, so little was the interest. The 
negroes polled 330 votes out of a total regis- 
tered vote of nearly 2,000. This, however, 
is the first time they have taken any in- 
terest Whatever in a state election. The 
withdrawal at the last moment from the 
republican ticket of the Rev. J. H. M. 
Pollard, the most respectable and intelli- 
gent negro on the ticket, did a good deal 
to chill the republican vote. For the first 
time in many years there is absoluteiy not 
a breath of a charge of fraud ‘hheard about 
the election.

Yorkville, 8. C., August 20.—(Special.)— 
The election of delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention in this county today was 
a quiet affair, not exceeding 3 per cent of 
the white vote being polled. The republic.

later that this man was Dr. 8S, C. Anderson, 
of New Brighton, Pa. He was seen yester- 
day and said: 

“I was stopped on the street Friday night 
by A. B. Galbraith, who is a married man. 
I knew him. He told me he had a patient 
for me at 55 West Diamond gtreet. 1 went 
there. The woman told me she had fallen 
and injured herself. On Saturday she was 
better, but sometimes delirious and almost 
leaped from the window. When she turned 
she collasped on the floor, and from that 
hour till her death she was unconscious.,”’ 

Galbraith could not be seen. It is said 
Miss Vance’s relatives will make a deter- 
mined effort to ascertain the exact cause of 
her death, People at her late home say 
that on Friday she was apparently in per- 
fect health, except that her approaching 
maternity was deterred, The deceased was 
twenty-seven years of age.

Proprietors of Works Agree to the 
Scale. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 20.—The announce- 
ment is mgde today that the Chambers Mc- 
Kee Glass Company, of New Kingston, 
will agree to the proposed wage scale of 
the window glass workers, and as this firm 
practically controls the situation, the dan- 
ger of a strike is thereby averted, In view 
of this fact, it is probable that at the meet- 
ing of wage conferees tomorrow a general 
settlement on a basis of a 10 per cent ad- 
vance will be agreed upon, The Chambers 
McKee company employ 1,000 men and pay 
out weekly in wages $12,000, Fires have 
been started in the company’s furnaces at 
New Kingston. 

The scale conference on the prescription 
trade met in Pittsburg today. The first 
session was occupied in discussing changes 
from the last meeting. President Smith, 
of the Flint Glass Workers’ Union, stated 
that no definite conclusion had yet been 
arrived at, and that there was but little 
prospect of completing the business of ad- 
justing a wage scale. 

Forming a Great Trust. 

Muncie, Ind., August 20.—Members of 
the western window glass manufacturers’ 
trust were in session in the office of the 
trust in this city today, together with sev- 
eral manufacturers who have not yet be- 
come members. The object of the meeting 
was to make a permanent organization or 
take the first. step in forming a trust 
which will control the business in the whole 
country. A few manufacturers first ¢rgan- 
ized and purchased nearly all the loose 
glass in the west as soon as the factories 
closed. Their operations have been so suc- 
cessful that nearly all other manufacturers 
regret that they did not join in the trust, 
and now they are again invited. It is prob- 
able that this meeting will succeed and 
then the west will join the east.

More than that, he is repudiating that 
platform in every speech which he makes, 
combatting the financial plank whose 
adoption was the one issue of the state 
convention, and assailing the democratic 
administration with unbridled and malig- 
nant passion. What, therefore, does the 
committee mean by making appointments 
for such a speaker?’ 

Kentucky for Free Silver. 

What the committee meant was plain 
enough to any man who wanted to see, 
It was that The Courier-Journal was not 


) the interpreter of the platform; that the 


Kentucky convention had merely shelved 
the financial question as a state issue, and 
left it where it has been ever since No- 
vember of i1892—a bone of contention be- 
tween rival interpreters, to be gnawed 
over another time. The bone was probably 
greasy when sent to Kentucky by Secre- 
tary.Carlisle and slipped outof his hands, 
and as Senator Blackburn has a stronger 
hold on it he is now the man for the oc- 


, casion. The action of the committee, fully 


measured out, means that for six years to 
tome Kentucky, through Mr. Blackburn, 
will vote for free silver and kindred is- 
sues in the United States senate, and that 
a free silver governor will be elected to 
the big chair in Frankfort, unless he is 
betrayed by the officeholding contingent 
and its following. 

Speaking to Hon. Charles R. Long, chair- 
man of the state democratic committee, 
this afternoon, he said: 

“We are working for the success of the 
democratic party. The state convention 
settled all issues and the aim of every 
democrat should be to win the fight. I 
do not agree with those who make war on 
Senator Blackburn for stumping the state. 
He is a democratic aspirant for the sena- 
torship, an office which involves national 
questions, and it is, therefore, his right to 
discuss the financial question before the 
people, and for doing so he should neither 
be criticised nor read out of the party. 
While I have not been watching the legis- 
lative race closely, my work being to se- 
cure the election of the democratic state 
ticket, my advices indicate that Blackburn 
is leading in the race. The fact that our 
state platform indorses the financial plank 
of the democratic platform of 1892 and that 
the candidate running upon it for governor 
is personally a strong free silver man, is 
the best evidence that we are leaving the 
financial issue to the convention of next 
year, whose proper province it will be to 
pass upon such matters. Kentucky demo- 
crats will abide by the national conven- 
tion, notwithstanding private differences 
of opinion. I am myself a “sound money” 
man, and believe firmly that the business 
interests of the country will throw down 
any party that resorts to unsound financial 
legislation. The democracy is not to be 
held responsible for the utterances of the 
press on one side or the other. The democ- 
racy of Kentucky is taking care of itself, 
and expects, in the coming elections, to 
give such a rebuke to the republican party 
that it will not show up again in this state 
for a long timet to come.”’ 

The Plank a Postponement. 

Another prominent democrat in this state, 
Hon. John T. Hodges, of Covington, also 
a member of the state committee, was of 
the opinion, although himself a gold stand- 
ard, man, and from Secretary Carlisle's old 
congressional district, that the financial 
plank in the state platform was not put 
there as a triumph of the gold men, but 
as a tentative declaration to tide over the 
time until the democrats of the state should 
meet next year to discuss the question upon 
it own merits. 

“The nomination of General Hardin,” 
said he, “bears me out in this idea, that 
there was no intention in the convention to 


.draw the line as between free silver and 


anti-free silver democrats. There were in 
that convention extreme men on both sides, 
together with a large conservative body, 
which held that national matters should 
not be injected into a purely state conven- 
tion, dealing with state matters alone. 
Their idea was that national matters 
should not be introduced into the state 
campaign, but the extremists forcing a 
declaration, the conservatives decided that 
the adoption of the plank of 1892 was the 
easiest way out, as it introduced no new 
matter and left everything precisely as it 
stood at the time. The idea that the state 
committee wanted to muzzle the speakers 
in the campaign upon the financial question 
is preposterous. The*committee never took 
or suggested the taking of such action, 
but the newspaper men rushed into this 
conclusion themselves, because of the well- 
known opinion that national issues have no 
place in a state campaign. As for Senator 
Blackburn, the committee has no claim 
upon him of any sort. He is a candidate 
for the United States senate before the 
next legislature. He is not a democratic 
nominee, neither is Mr. McCreary. They 
ate both properly appealing to the people 
in the selection of legislators, and they 
have a right to speak on national issues so 
that the peoplé may know how they stand. 
They are both good democrats; either of 
them will do honor to Kentucky.” 

These opinions are in marked contrast 
with the course of The Courier-Journal, 
from whose pages it would seem that it 
is more important to defeat Blackburn 
than it is to defeat the republican Bradley. 
The state’ committee having arranged a 
number of dates for Senator Blackburn, 
The Courier-Journal not only fails to print 
these dates along with the others, but sav- 
agely jumps upon the committee for having 
made them. Ags the matter stands today, 
the committee assumes that it ie a state 
campaign for state offices, in which national 
politics have no real part; that Senator 
Blackburn, whose canvass for United States 
senator is coincident, would be a welcome 
addition, with hig opponent, Mr. McCreary, 
to the forces working for the election of 
the state ticket. The Courier-Journal, in- 
spired from some etrange source, puts in- 
self in antagonism to the constituted demo- 
cratic authorities of the state, denounces 
leading democrats and paws the air in 
the wild attempt to make out that the 
democratic party is a goldbug party, and 
ro all silver men should be driven out 
rs) ; 

There is one chance for republican suc- 
cess in Kentucky, and that would be the 
adoption of The Courier-Journal’s methods.

DR. HEIDT MAKES AN EXPLANATION 


The Action of the Council in Settling the 
Closing Question Disposed of the 
Movement foran £iection. 


e 


There will be no agitation of the prohibi- 
tion question in Atlanta this fall. The set- 
tlement of the closing question by the coun- 
cil also settled the incipient movement to 
cal] an election. 

Dr. Jobn W. Heidt, who took 
@ leading part inthe meeting of the 
ministers last Monday morning and who in- 
troduced the resolution calling for a gener- 
al meeting of all the Methodist ministers 
next Monday, makes this explanation in 
regard to his position: i 

“The action taken at the Methodist min- 
isters’ meeting last Monday was not in- 
tended to precipitate a prohibition election, 
but only to consider the advisability of 
such a@ course. Next Monday the matter 
will be discussed and counsel will be taken 
of the friends of the cause, 

“It is proper to say that at the time the 
ministers met, the decision of the city coun- 
cil on the extension of the time for selling 
liquor was not made, and in the opinion of 
many was very doubtful. Now that they 
have settled the question it is probable that 
the ministers will not feel the same urgency 
in pressing an electéon. Just how far they 
will be influenced I am not able to say: We 
are enlisted for the war. There can be no 
compromise with a Christian on a moral 
question.” 

The sentiment of Dr. Heidt is the senti- 
ment of the ntinisters throughout the city. 
Not only the conservative business men of 
Atlanta, but the great bulk of the city’s 
population, including nearly all the leaders 
in the last prohibition campaign, are strict- 
ly opposed to any agitation of the question. 

This seems to be the universal sentiment, 
Everybody is satisfied with the action of the 
city council last Monday afternoon. It 
leaves the matter in good shape and the 
terms of the compromise agreed upon by 
the two factions several years ago remain 
unaffected. 

The action of the Methodist ministers last 
Monday morning, however, is still a fruitful 
topic of discussion. A call for a general 
meeting of all Methodist preachers in the 
city has been issued for next Monday morn- 
ing, and at this meeting the advisability of 
entering into a prohibition campaign will be 
fully dscussed, 

in view of the action of the city council 
the ministers ‘will let the matter drop. Noth- 
ing has been lost by the recent clash and 
nothing but injury to the peace and welfare 
of the city is likely to result from a ¢am- 
paign against the saloons at this time. 

The wiser policy is to let good enough 
alone and this view of the matter will, no 
doubt, be taken by a great majority of the 
Methodist ministers next Monday morning. 

Dr. Fox Is Satisfied. 

“I am strongly opposed to putting on the 
war paint,” said Postmaster Fox yesterday 
afternoon. “It will do the city no good to 
call a prohibition fight at this time, and 
besides there is no occasion for it. The city 
council has refused to extend the hours for 
keeping open saloons, and the cause of pro- 
hibition has not been disturbed in the least, 
The compromise agreed upon several years 
ago is just as binding now as it was then. 
Barrooms are hot missionaries by any 
means, but in every large city it is well 
nigh impossible to get along without them. 
l am opposed to making a fight on the sa- 
loons, and for that reason I am satisfied to 
let matters stand.’’ 

“I was not present at the meeting of the 
ministers last Monday morning,” said Mr. 
W. P. Pattillo, “and for that reason I am 
not authorized to speak for them, I pre- 
sume, however, since the effort of the liquor 


men before the city council has failed, that 


no radical steps will be taken by the pro- 
hibitionists to bring on another fight. For 
my own part I do not wish to see the har- 
mony and peace of the city disturbed at this 


time, and I believe that a prohibition dicc-. 


tion would do much harm. Though I do not 
undertake to speak for any one but myself, 
Il am satisfied that nearly all the ministers 
will accept the action of the city council 
as final in the matter, and that no further 
efforts to bring on a fight will be made by 
them.”’ 
Mr. Nelson’s Opinion. : 

“It would be a great mistake,’ said Mr. 
L. B. Nelson, “in view of the recent action 
of the city council to make a fight for pro- 
hibition at this time. It would be a menace 
to the peace and good order of the city and 
might impair the cause of prohibition. The 
compromise agreement has not been violat- 
ed, and any movement against the saloons 
until that compromise is disregarded would 
be premature and unwise. 1 am opposed to 
going into a prohibition fight.’’ 

Mr. Crew Against It. 

Mr. B. B. Crew, who has always advocat- 
ed the cause of temperance, says that no 
good to the city is like.y to result from a 
prohibition election. 

“Let the matter stand,” said he. “Under 
the compromise agreement, entered into 
several years ago, the city has enjoyed 
Steady progress and this, in my judgment, 
should not be interrupted. 1 am ardently in 
favor of prohibition, but I do not think that 
any occasion exists for calling an election. 
The city council has settled the matter by 
refusing to extend the hours for keeping 
open saloons.’’ 

Alderman Broyles. 

Alderman Broyles is also opposed to a 
prohibition election. 

“It would be the worst thing that could 
happen,”’ said the genial alderman, “and I 
hope that no movement of this kind will be 
undertaken by the prohibitionists. I was 41 
favor of extending the hours for keeping 
open saloons during the exposition, as a spe- 
cial consideration, but not as a permanent 
thing. I believe in paying all due respect to 
the compromise agreement entered into by 
the two factions. i do not wish to see the 
prosperity of Atlanta injured and, for this 
reason, I hope the prohibitionists will let 
their grievance drop.’”’ 

“I am not a citizen of Atlanta,” said Col- 
onel Joe James, “but from the standpoint of 
a citizen of Douglasville, I should regret 
very much to see Atlanta disturbed with a 
prohibition fight. It would do more harm 
than good. Atlanta needs all her resources 
to carry on the exposition and her attention 
should not be diverted from that great in- 
dustrial enterprise.” 

Mr. W. M, Scott takes the same posjtion. 
“The movement,” said he, “to prolong the 
hours originated among the whisky men, 
and since they have lost the day the prohi- 
bitionists have no good excuse for declaring 
war against the saloons.”

q wr, W. B. Sparks Asks for an Injunction 
. Against the Committes. 


THE SUM OF $49,000 INVOLVED 


The Hx- Receiver of the Georgia Southern 
and Fiorida Opposes the Payment of 
the Reorganization Committee. 


Macon, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—Mr. W. 
B. Sparks has given a new and surprising 
turn to the litigation of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railroad. He seeks to pre- 
yent payment to the bondholders’ reorgani- 
gation committee of $49,000 of bonds to be is- 
sued under the reorganization plan, and 
which the committee have voted to them- 
selves for alleged services. He has filed a 
petition in the office ot the clerk of Bibb 
superior court, asking for an injpnction 
and restraining order. Judge Griggs has 
granted the petition and fixed next Friday 
as the time for hearing the same, but it is 
gaid that it will not be heard then, but will 
be reassigned for a later date. Owing to the 
disqualification of Judge Hardeman the pe- 
tition was presented to Judge Griggs. Mr. 
Sparks’s attorneys are Bacon, Miller & 
Brinson and Anderson & Anderson. A big 
legal fight is in sight. Mr. Sparks is gen- 
eral manager of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida under the majority ownership of 
the Southern railway, and he has not yet 
been dismissed as receiver. 

The petition is lengthy and interesting. It 
recites among other things that on or 
about the 4th day of November, 1292, an 
egreement was made between the holders 
of the first mortgage bonds of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida Railroad Company 
ard the Mercantile Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, for the deposit of the 
bonds respectively belonging to such hold- 
ers with said deposit company, which was 
to hold them subject to the order of H. P. 
Smart, Thomes B. Gresham, D. H. Herman, 
William Cleckley Shaw, Charles Watkins, 
Henry Rice and Charles D. Fisher, as a 
co nmittee of bondholders, under terms and 
conditions set forth in said agreement. 

That amongst other things said agreement 
provides for the deposit of said bonds 


whenever called for by said committee, and , 


for the payment of the sum of $3 for each 
bond so deposited (to be increased by the 
payment of $2 additional on each bond if 
called for by said committee) to be used in 
the necessary expenses of litigation and 
reorganization. That said agreement pro- 
vides no other compensation of said com- 
mittee, or any part thereof, than that above 
stated. 

The petition then recites the fact that at 
this time the Georgia Southern was in the 
hands of a receiver, and the petition tells 
of the sale of the road, its reuvrganization, 
etc. 

Petitioner states that he is the owner of 
one bond to be issued by the new company 
for the sum of $1,000 and entitling him to 
two shares of the first preferred stock, two 
shares of the second preferred stock and two 
shares of the common stock of the reorgan- 
ized company, and in that way he has a 
proportionate interest with other bondhold- 
ers and stockholders in that company. 

Petitioner further alleges: 


“Tne said committee has without your 
petitioner’s consent and without any legal 
right or authority, as he is advised and be- 
lieves, recently voted to themselves as com- 
pensation for their alleged services the sum 
of $49,000, being $7,000 to each member there- 
of, in addition to the sum or sums the hold- 
er of each bond obligated himself by said 
agreement to pay said committee to be used 
in the necessary expenses of litigation and 

reorganization, 449,000 to be paid jn the 
_first mortgage bonds of said redérganized 
company, ‘which are soon to be issued, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 5 per cent per 
annum, and said bonds will be so issued and 

paid over to members of said committee un- 
less prevented by the court, 

“That said $49,000 was voted by said com- 
mittee to themselves without the authority 
of any court whatever; certainly without 
the authority of the superior court of Bibb 
county in this state, which is the only court 
having jurisdiction and authority to author- 
ize or sanction any allowance to the mem- 
bers of said committee for any services 
claimed to have been rendered by them oth- 
er than the amounts provided by said agree- 
ment. 

“That as soon after August 15th as they 
can be executed, the bonds will be issued 
and $49,000 thereof will be turned over to 
said committee in payment of their unlaw- 
ful claim, unless the court interposes, and 
petitioner as a stockholder and bondholder 
will be proportionately injured and dam- 
aged irreparably to the extent of such un- 
lawful payment. 

“That all the committee are non-residents 
of the state except H. P. Smart, who is a 
resident of Savannah. 

“That the payment of $49,000 is an exhor- 
bitant allowance for the services rendered 
by said committee if the members thereof 
are entitled to anything more than What is 
provided to be paid under the agreement 
aforesaid. Petitioner denies that they are 
entitled to anything more than the agree- 
ment provides. That the amounts provid- 
ed for by the agrement are full compensa- 
tion for the services rendered, which 
were neither onerous, nor did they require 
much labor or time for their performance. 

Petitioner states that the immediate 
grant of a restraining order is necessary 
to the protection of his intérests, as de- 
lay will enable the committee to get the 
bonds which they have voted to them- 
selves. Petitioner prays, therefore, the 
immediate issue of a restraining ofder en- 

ining the Georgia Southern and Florida 

lway Company, its officers and agents 
from paying over said $49,000 of bonds to 
said committee, or to any representative 
thereof, and enjoining the said H. 
Smart, who is the chairman of said com- 
mittee, from receiving said bonds, or any 
Part thereof, for himself or the other 
members of the committee, and enjoining 
him and his associates and agents from 
Seeking to dispose of the said bonds. Pe- 
titioner’ prays that on the hearing a writ 
of injunction do issue cnjoining the rail- 
road company from paying over the bonds 
to the committee and enjoining the com- 
mittee from rec2iving the same.

On 
last Sunday afternoon the girl met her 
lover by appointment and together they 
went to the home of a minister of the 
gospel and were united in marriage. It 
had been planned by the young couple that 
the girl should leave her mother’s roof for 
the ostensible purpose of visiting her aunt, 
on Gilmer street, but instead of doing so 
Miss McElroy entered a carriage which 
was in waiting for her several biocks from 
her home. Britt and his blushing sweet- 
heart were then quickly driven to the 
home of Rev. Garrison, on Martin street, 
where, in the presence of two friends and 
the wife of the minister, they were made 
man and wife according to the laws of the 
state and the gospel. 

The Angry Mother Interferes. 

The blissful hours following the cere- 
mony were short and few in number. The 
mother of the young wife soon learned of 
the marriage and it was with great. indig- 
nation that she declared that her daugh- 
ter should not live with Britt.

McElroy can hold her daughter and pre- 
vent Britt from obtaining her by the us- 
ual habeas corpus proceedings. Britt was 
So advised by his attorneys, Messrs. Bish- 
op & Andrews. He said that he would do 
nothing but wait for the anger of his 
mother-in-law to subside. 

Britt Took Morphine. 


Monday night Britt became despondent 
at the continued separation of himself and 
young wife and he endeavored to drown 
his sorrows in drink. He got well under 
the influence of intoxicants and was found 
in front of his boarding house about 12 
o’clock by one of the boarders at the place 
who was going home. It was thought that 
Britt had swallowed a quantity of mor- 
phine, attempting to kill himself, but after 
an hour’s work by a Grady hospital phy- 
sician he was brought around all right. 

Yesterday morning the young man was 
taken to police headquarters by his friends, 
who feared that he would make another 
effort to end his life, but Britt was re- 
leased in an hour, and for the remainder 
of the day he appeared to be all right and 
fairly weli contented.

There cannot be any serious mistake 
hereafter as to the position of Wat Har- 
din, the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor of Kentucky.

But when a man of wealth 
and position; a large stockholder and di- 
rector in a big cotton mill, and also in a 
bank; @ man whose interests naturally 
draw him to the gold standard, comes 
out voluntarily and states that diligent 
investigation has satisfied him that he 
was in error when he advocated the 
single gold standard, and that bimetal- 
lism is the policy for this country, the 
change is particularly noticeable. Mr. 
King was a delegate to the Memphis 
gold standard convention, but the fact 
that he was on the wrong track at first 
does not strike him as a good reason for 
going to the end of the road. 

Such a change of opinion, when a man 
is in an independent position—when he 
is recognized as a man of fine judgment 
and lofty motives, and where he is 
neither a politician nor an office seeker, 
nor an office holder, cannot fail to pro- 
duce a profound, impression. If this 
change had accompanied or followed a 
high official appointment, or if it served 
& personal or business interest, it would 
not be a notable conversion. There are 
plenty of such changes and they excite 
popular ridicule and contempt. 


A Silly Accusafion. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal, which 
has betrayed the party in general and 
the people of Kentucky in particular, is 
about the last paper in the world to 
bring charges of league or collusion 
against any man or set of men. But 
that is what that newspaper does.

An Unfortunate Man. 


Mr. Charles Johnson, of New York, 
is one of the unluckiest men living, and 
he is in a fair way to be crushed by cir- 
cumstances: over which he has no con- 
trol 

A short time ago Mr. Johnson fell 
three stories and cracked his skull. This 
was bad enough, but when a jury award- 
ed him damages for his injuries the de- 
fendants failed and he got little or 
nothing. The worst, however. was still 
to come. He had employed a medical 
expert to testify to the nature and ex- 
tent of his wounds, and because he is 
unable to pay the man’s fee under an 
order of the court he is now serving 
three months for contempt in Raymond 
street jail. 

It is a peculiar case, and should be re- 
corded among the curiosities of justice. 
Here is a man who is innocent, with a 
good case, as the verdict shows, and be- 
cause the defendants have failed to pay 
him the amount of his judgment he must 
be punished like a felon. It strikes us 
that the New York code needs over- 
hauling. 


Heredity and the Holmes Case, 

Many people believe that heredity i 
a very important factor in the shaping of 
life and character. Generally, when a 
man shows vicious or criminal tenden- 
cies they are said to be the outcome of 
the qualities and habits of some of his 
ancestors. 

But how far back can we go in a 
family when we are tracing the in- 
fluence of heredity? Take Holmes, the 
supposed murderer of a dozen victims, 
for instance. In the New England vil- 
lage where he was born he was known 
as a gentle, kind-hearted youth, a good 
Sunday school boy, and a _ lover of 
everything that is good. His parents, 
grandparents on both sides are remem- 
bered as godly people with no evil 
traits. How far back must we go to 
find the wicked ancestor whose deprav- 
ity skipped numerous generations to find 
a lodgement in the brain and heart of 
Herman Holmes? 

It is an interesting question, but it is 
doubtful whether we can get anything 
practical out of it. We can point to 
many dishonest men whose ancestors 
were upright for generations back—to | 
many sots whose forefathers were sober; 
and, on the other hand, we can point to 
many sober, honest, model citizens * 
whose fathers were intemperate, un- 
scrupulous and lawless. 

Apparently, no iron-clad rule can be 
laid down that will fit every case. It 
is neither scientific nor just to assume, 
without proof, that because a man is a 
good citizen his forgotten ancestors were 
good men, or that a bad man’s remote 
ancestors were necessarily wicked. That 
would simply be guess work. Following 
that line we might take the position that 
all of us who have Anglo-Saxon blood 
in our veins are naturally inclined to 
be blood thirsty, lewd and intemperate 
because many centuries ago our ances- 
tors had these qualities. 

There is something in the doctrine of 
heredity but we cannot measure the 
extent of its uncertain influence.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The.New York Stockholder, 

The grain commission houses complain 
sorely of the continued apathy of the 
Public and the. consequent dullness in the 
trade. In wheat the professionals have 
dominated everything, ‘There has been no 
sign of the public entering the market. 
The scalpers and large professional specu- 
lators have been responsible for the very 
moderate volume of business recorded each 
day. In view of these facts the wonder 
is that wheat has not declined smartly. 
The duliness alone seemed enough to de- 
press it, to say nothing of what large op- 
erators in the west now regard as an ab- 
solute certainly—a heavy and early move- 
ment of spring wheat. The latter may cause 
for a while a moderate lower range of 
prices, but if other and equally influential 
important conditions shall imyprove, wheat 
will contirfue, as has been the case of late, 
to be a purchase on the weak spots 
for turns. 

Certain substantial facts are favorable 
to it. AmoAg them are the improved com- 
mercial and financial situations and the 
falling off in the shipments of breadstuffs 
from countries which compete with us for 
Europe’s custom, In July those weekly 
shipments reached enormous totals. In Au- 
gust the movement has decreased. It ‘s 
true that is not usual, but the falling off 
this month has been larger than expected, 
Last Monday, for example, the week's ship- 
ments were reported as follows, the three 
principal countries being instanced: Russia, 
2,000,000 bushels; Argentina, nothing; India 
1,336,000, making a-total of 3,336,000, about 
half a million bushels more than in the 
week preceding, though much less than 
Russia alone shipped out in certain weeks 
in June and July, The showing is encourag- 
ing, and if the movement continues rela- 
tively small, its ultimate influence on prices 
can hardly fail to be favorable.

Yesterday Judge Westmoreland made an 
announcement from the bench that 4s 
likely to cause the players to exercise more 
than ordinary care in the manner in which 
the game is paid for. Judge Westmoreland 
stated that hereafter, whenever @ case was 


brought before him in which gaming was | 


charged on account of pool playing, that 
he would instruc}: the jury that any party 
who played pool-and allowed the loser in 
the game to pay for the game was’ guilty 
of gaming. . 4 

The case that called forth the announce- 
ment front Judge Westmoreland was that 
of ‘the state against Howard Patillo. The 
charges against Mr. Patillo were that he 
had been guilty of gaming, and that the 
charges had been brought on account of 
playing pool and paying for the game be- 
cause he lost. It was stated by the coun- 
sel for the defense that it was a very 
usual thing for friends to enjoy a social 
game of pool, and it was invariably the 
custom that the loser of the game was to 
pay the cost of the use of the tablies. 

Judge Westmoreland stated that he 
thought that the custom had about resu:ted 
in licensed gambling, and he thought it 
was time that this should be stopped. 

When the testimony was all in and the 
jury had retired from the room, the judge 
announced that he wanted the practice 
stopped. He etated that he wanted al! in 
the courtroom to hear what he had to say 
on the subject of pool playing. Every one 
listened. 

“In future,” said the fudge, “when a 
party is brought before me on the charge 
of playing’ pool and betting on the result 
of the game, the jury will be told that it 
is gaming to play at the game if it is un- 
derstood that the loser is to pay.”’ 

This announcement caused a good deal 
of surprise among those who heard it. 

In a few moments the jury returned and 
announced tHat they had found a verdict 
of not guilty for the defendant. ; 

The effect that the announcement of

interest. Nearly all who play at the game

loser pays. It is said that this agteement, 
which is generally understood to exist be- 
tween tthe players, only adds interest to 
the game.

Geographer Wilson Is Here Engaged 
in That Work. 


Mr. Herbert M. Wilson, chief geographer 
of the United States geological survey,’*is 
in the city and is stopping at the Kimball. 

Mr. Wilscn’s presence in Atlanta is for 
the purpose. of making additions to the 
map of the city of Atlanta prepared in 
1887 by the survey, and the outlying por- 
tions.of Pulton county adjacent to the city. 

In connection with this map he will make 
an accurate map of the expcsition grounds, 
including the location& of the various 
buildings, the various steam and electric 
lines running out to the grounds, and all 
other locations which have been perma- 
nenthy decided upon by the expcsition di- 
rectors. 

As a part of tke exhibits of the geologi- 
cal survey at the government building 
there will be in operation a lithographic 
press on which the topographic map of the 
city of Atlanta and vicinity, including the 
exposition grounds, will be daily published 
for free distribution. The press will be 
sent from the engraving bureau of the 
geological survey at Washington, as will 
be the engravers and their assistants.

the Eastern Roads Go It Alone. | 


RESULT OF THE NEW YORK MEETING 


Wone ofthe Lines West of Birmihgham 
and Chattanooga Has Signed the 
New Articies of Agreement. 


New York, August 2.—(Special.)—The 
meeting of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association at the Astor dining 
room of the Waldorf was short, but much 
work was accomplished. 

Everything was strictly business and no 
grand stand plays or bluffs were indulged 
in by the members. The committee  ap- 
pointed to fix the differential-rates between 
eastern and southern points for the com- 
bined water and rail lines reported its in- 
ability to agree, 

It was decided that the matter should 
be settled later by arbitration. 

The agreemert of the Southern States 
I'reight Association was then signed, by 
the fellawing transportation companies: 
Wilmington and Weldon railway, Atlanta 
and West Point railway, Western Railway 
of Alabama, Central Railroad of Georgia, 
Savannah and Western railway, Ocean 
Steamship Company, Southern railway, 
Ncrfo-k and Western railway, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacitic railway,- 
Alabama Great Southern cailway, Seaboard 
Air-Lire, Columbus Southern railway, 
Merchants and Miners’ Transportation 


Company, Old Dominion Steamship Com- 
pany, Alabama Midland railway, bBruns- 
wick and Western railway, Savannah, 


Florida and Western railway and Charles- 
ton and Savannah railway. 

These being all the lines represented at 
the meeting, a committee composed of 
Messrs. Henry Fink, receiver of the Nor- 
folk and Western; E. St. John, vice presi- 
dent of the Seaboard Air-Line; Sol Haas,

HIT WITH A ROOK. 


A Man Assaulted and Then Robbed 
Last Night. 


E. D. Maloney, a carpenter employed at 
Harry Franks’s new theater, whcih is being 
erected on Decatur street, was struck on 
the head with a rock and robbed at 10 
o’clock last night. The man’s skull was 
fractured, and he is in a dangerous condi- 
tion. 

Maloney was picked up by Officer Coker 
shortly after and was sent to the Grady hos- 
tital. An examination of his wounds dis- 
closed that Maloney’s skull was crushed 
and it was found necessary to perform an 
operation. 

Maloney was assaulted on Decatur street 
near Antoinette street by an unknown ne- 
gro. He was walking along the street when 
he was accosted by a big negro man who 
asked a question. When Maloney started 
off he was struck a fearful blow, in the 
back of the head knocking him to the 
ground, His assailant then rifled his pock- 
ets and robbed him of all the money and 
other effects he had. 

Maloney could not give a full description 
of the negro who he says assaulted him, 
further than that the negro was big and 
black. He says that he was on Decatur 
street looking for a friend who works at 
a furniture factory on that street. He 
says that the negro stopped him and asked 
him if he was looking for the factory where 
his friend worked. He answered the ques- 
tion in the affirmative and then started on 
in the direction he was going. He had not 
walked many feet when he was suddenly 
and without warning struck on the head 
with a big rock, knocking him down. He 
was unconscious for a moment. He could 
not describe his assailant, but says that the 
latter bent over him and searched his cloth- 
ing. 

Maloney says that he had about $13 in 
money in his pockets and several other arti- 
cles, all of which the negro took and then 
ran away before Maloney’s cries for help 
were heard and responded to. He had a 
knife and a bunch of keys in his pocket 
which he said that the negro got from him. 

Officer Coker responded to the cries of the 
man, as did others, but when they arrived 
no trace of the negro could be found. A 
search in the vicinity was made but nothing 
was seen of a negro resembling Maloney’s 
assailant. Maloney was quickly sent to the 
hospital where he suffered great pain. A 
small piece of rock was found in the man’s 
wound and it was found that his skull 
was fractured. His wounds were dressed by 
the surgeons and the fractured skull oper- 
ated on. Maloney says that he has lived in 
Atianta many years, and that he lived at 
86 Gilmer street. He is about fifty years old 
and is well known among the workingmen 
of the city.

The Sapreme Court Says That the 
Business Is Legal. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION RENDERED 


The Law Especially Applies to Coupon 
Tickets and It Was Upon This 
That Fight Was Made. 


A decision of great interest to the rail- 
ways of the state and of greater interest 
to ticket scalpers has just been rendered 
by the supreme court of Georgia. 

It iaffects materially the business of 
brokers and touches the railroads with 
equal consequence, legalizing as it does 
the scalper’s ticket and forcing the roads 
to accept them under certain conditions. 

It is the first time a ruling has been 
definitely made by the Georgia judiciary 
touchjng the trade of scalping and_ the 
final effect of the ruling is to force the 
roads to accept as valid all coupon tickets 
from whatever source obtained. 

Tie case was appealed from the decis- 
ion of Judge Heward Van Epps, in the city 
court of Atlanta, where it was bitterly 
fought by Jackson & Leftwich, attorneys 
for the plaintiff, and Hall & Hammond 
and L. P. Skeen for the road. The suit 
was directed against the receiver of the 
Richmond and Danville road by a man 
named Lovejoy; who was forcibly ejected 
from the train ‘because he presented a 
ticket not purchased by himself. 

The ticket in question originated in Mem- 
phis. It was during the days of the Grand 
Army of the Republic reunion in Wash- 
ington. Coupon tickets a yard long were 
sold at Memphis, giving the holder the 
privilege of going by the Kansas City, 
Memphis and Birmingham to Birming- 
ham, thence to Atlanta by the Georgia 
Pacific and on to Washington by the old 
Richmond and Danville. The roads issued 
several hundred tickets of this class made 
up of coupons, which coupons were de- 
tached at the main points of thé trip. For 
instance, one coupon was good from Mem- 
phis to Birmingham, another from that 
place to Atlanta and thus on to various 
objective points. 

This “sausage ticket’ in question was 
purchased in Memphis andthe holder rode 
to Atlanta, where he decided to stop in- 
stead of going on to ‘Washington. Evident- 
ly of an economical turn, the man who 
held the ticket sought a scalping office, 
where he disposed of the coupon ticket 
good from this city to Washington. The 
ticket was dated to expire in thirty days. 

Several weeks thereafter Lovejoy, who 
brought the suit against the road, strolled 
into the scalper’s office and asked for a 
ticket to Washington. The sausage’ ticket 
was given to him and he boarded the 
Richmond and Danville, Just outside of the 
city he was accosted by the conductor, 
who was making his usual round for the 
tickets. 

Lovejoy pulled out his coupon ticket. 
The conductor looked at it carefulPy. He 
examined the dates and saw that it had 
been issued some days before. “Did you 
buy this ticket for yourself?’ he asked 
Lovejoy. 

The passenger informed him that he had 
not, and being questioned further, stated 
that he had obtained it from a scalper. 
The conductor pronounced it to be worth- 
less and proceeded to show Lovejoy the 
way to the door. 

Suit was entered for $1,000 and the case 
was heard before Judge Van Epps. 

It. was claimed by the attorneys of .the 
road that the ticket was valid vecause it 
Nad not been used in-one continuous joir- 
ney and had no stop-over privileges .at- 
tached. It was claimed, also by them that 
it was worthless because the same man 
who had used it on the beginning of the 
trip did not use it after the last stop. Other 
questions of a technical nature were raised, 

It was argued by the atterneys of Love- 
joy that he had a perfect legal right to 
use the ticket; that it was good from point 
to point as the coupons stipulated, and that 
it wes valid until the expiration of. the 
thirty days. 

In charging the juny, Judge Van Epps 
delivered opinions of a learned and weighty 
nature. There were points in connection 
with the case which had never been defi- 
nitely settled in the Georgia law. 

The jury in its verdict rendered a judg- 
ment for about $150. The case was appeal- 
ed and went immediately before the su- 
preme court, where it has been until the 
recent decision. 

This decision sustains in the main the 
ruling of Judge’ Van Epps. It declares 
that coupon tickets issued like the one in 
question are good until the expiration of 
the time specified if used from one of 
the intermediate points. To stop off at a 
Station, however, between the points stated 
in the coupon would make the ticket worth- 
less. In other words, the decision virtual- 
ly legalizes the scalper’s ticket, that is, 
the coupon or sausage ticket like the. one 
purchased by Lovejoy. 

Following is the full decision of the su- 
preme court.

in connection with the fact that a coupon 
of a particular ticket of this class was ac- 
cepted for passage over one of these divi- 
Sions, sufficiently established, in behalf of 
the holder of the same, the agency of the 
initial company for the receiver in issuing 
that ticket. 

“2. Where a system of railways, though 
owned by one company or operated under 
one management, is divided into separate 
divisions, a valid ticket having attached to 
it coupons for each of such divisions (in 
tne absence of any specific contract, or ex- 
press restriction upon the ticket to the con- 
trary) entitles the person having the right 
to use the ticket to break his journey and 
‘stop over’ at the end of each division 
provided this is done within the final limit 
fixed by the ticket. Such is certainly the 
law as to coupon tickets over the lines of 
different companies, and upon reason and 
principle, it is applicable to tickets having 
Separate coupons for different divisions of 
the same line. 

“3. Under the facts of this case, the ticket 
held by che plaintiff, though not purchased 
by him originally, was transferrable, and 
he had the fight to use it, and was using 
ff lawfully, when expelled from the train. 
The court, therefore, in its rulings at the 
trial, was right in applying to the case the 
saw as above announced. 

‘4. Rulings of the trial judge wpon minor 
questions not material, one way or the 
other, to the merits of the case or its 
result, need ot be specifically passed upon 
by this court. 

“Judgment affirmed.

The Recent Showers Haye Greatly Dam- 
aged the Cotton Crop. 


REPORTS FROM THE WEATHER BUREAU 


The Rain Has Caused the Cotton to Bhed. 
The Damage tw the Crop Seems 
“to Be General. 


From every part of the state discouraging 
reports of the cotton crop have been recelv- 
ed at the weather bureau. 

This is due to the heavy rainfall of the 
last few days. The crop has suffered very 
much from shedding, and if this continues 
the size of the crop will be considerably 
reduced. The following is the official report 
for the week: 


“The incessant rains of the past week 
have seriously injured cotton by causing 
rank growth and shedding. The crop has 
never been in a condition better than what 
might be termed hopeful since the season 
opened; but it is a peculiar plant, and as 
long as it is not attacked with lice, rust, 
boll-worms, etc., is always liable to develop 
and return a heavy yield, regardless of its 
appearance and size during the first and 
middle periods of its growth and cultivation. 
Should this shedding, which is confined to 
no particular section of the state, continue, 
the crop will be very short, as it is now too 
late, except in a few favored localities, for 
the new fruit, even if any were taken on, to 
fully develop. There is some littlé complaint 
of injury to corn on low bottoin lands, but a 
few dry days will most likely bring it 
around all right. The great bulk of the 
Georgia corn crop is made and out of all 
ordinary danger, and whatever else may 
happen, there will be corn in abundance for 
man and beast. 

Northwest Section. 

“Good rains have fallen during the past 
week in the northwest section, in some lo- 
calities too much for bottomeland crops. 
Most of the corn is now made and is a fine 
crop, except in Paulding and portions of 
Gordon counties, where the preceding 
drought greatly damaged it; especially the 
late planting. Cotton continues small and 
late, and is not fruiting well, There are 
still complaints of its shedding badly. The 
prospect for an average yield is not very 
bright at the present time. Sweet potatoes 
are growing nicely. Peas, of which an un- 
usually large acreage was sown, are doing 
well. A large amount of turnip ‘seed is be- 
ing planted. 


North Section. 


“In the northern counties the week has 
been a rainy one, the fall being very exces- 
sive over a large area. Cotton has been 
slightly damaged; it continues to shed, and 
there are complaints of rust. Att the pres- 
ent time correspondents think that the crop 
will yield from one-half to an average crop. 
Upland corn has been greatly benefited, 
but that on the bottoms has been damaged 
somewhat. Fodder pulling has commenced. 
Sorghum will make an unusually large crop. 
Tobacco will turn out well and is. of fine 
quality. Peas and potatoes are very good. 
Fruit is rotting badly. Farmers are busy 
canning, drying and stilling the crop. Tur- 
nips are being sown. 


Northeast Section. 


“In the northeastern counties there has 
been an abundence of rain during the past 
week-—in fact, for cotton and crops planted 
on lowlands there has been more than 
needed. Corn is generally in fine shape, 
and fodder, where not already being pulled, 
will soon be ready for gathering. Cotton 
is shedding in many fields, but the crop is 
still in fair condition. Turnips, of which 
there has n a large acreage planted, 
are coming up nicely. Tobacco is growing 
rapidly. Truck gardens are flourishing. 


West Section. 


“The heavy rains in the western section 
have been beneficial to upland corn and 
injurious to that on the bottoms. Alto- 
gether, however, the crop will be a very 
fine one. Some fodder was spoiled by the 
damp weather. She week has been unfa- 
vorable for cotton, the continued rains 
causing increased shedding. The crop does 
not promise to be up to thé average. Sor- 
ghum is fine. Peas, potatoes an& all minor 
crops are in good condition. Turnips are 
being sown. Late apples are plentiful, but 
are rapidly falling from the trees. Most 
fruits are rotting badly, especially peaches. 


Central Section. 


“The past has been a week of excessive 
rainfall in the central counties of the state. 
For several weeks all crops in this section 
were suffering for want of moisture, but 
when it did come it came in such quanti- 
ties as to do more damage than good. 
This is especially so in the case of cotton 
and fodder. As a result of the heavy rains 
cotton is shedding badly and taking on a 
second growth. The plant is also rusting 
badly on sandy land. Some fodder had 
been saved. The little which had been 
Pulled is still in the field, in very poor con- 
dition.. However, most of the crop is yet 
to be saved, and it is éxpected that large 
quantities of it will be pulled the coming 
week. Corn is all right and the harvest 
will undoubtedly be a large one. Cane, 
peas and potatoes are as good as the land 
can produce. Peaches are rotting badly, 
and the crdp will soon be all gone. Fall 
apples will be a short crop. Planters are 
now busy sowing turnip seed. 


East Section. 


“The continued rains of the week just 
ended have been beneficial to all growing 
crops except cotton. Corn is as good as 
the land can make it. Fodder pulling was 
delayed, and much of that which was pulled 
before the rains set in has* been damaged 
and is unfit for use. The week has been 
unfavorable f improvement in cotton. 
It is still shedding some, and several com- 
plain of rust. In Emanuel and Bulloch 
counties it is opening fast for the season, 
and picking will soon begin. Sugar cane 
is very good. Rice promises a good yield. 
Peas, potatoes and pinders are growing 
nicely. Turnips are being sown. Fruit is 
poor and the yield not as lioes as expected. 


Southwest Section. 


‘Reports received from southwest Geor- 
gia show that there has been an excess ef 
rainfall in that part of the state. Cotton 
has been injured by the heavy and frequent 
rains. In a few favored localities the farm- 
ers are already busy picking the fleecy sta- 
ple. Many complaints are made of rust 
and shedding. Corn has been flooded on low- 
lands, but, as a rule, the crop is in excel- 
lent condition and promises to give a very 
satisfactory harvest. Cane is improving 
very rapidly and will probably be a good 
average crop. Fodder pulling, where not 
finished, has been delayed by wet weather 
and some of the fodder entirely ruined by 
rot. Minor crops are growing very well. 


South Section. 


“Too much rain in, the southern section 
has delayed farm wo and, in some cases, 
injured crops. Cotton is rusting in many 
fields and complaints of shedding are quite 
frequent. Fodder pulling has been stopped, 
owing to wet weather and a large quantity 
of fodder rotted in the field. However, 
with a few days of favorable weather this 
important forage crop can be entirely clear- 
ed from the flieids. Cane and potatoes are 
unusually fine and will no doubt be a 
large harvest. Gardens are in good shape 
generally. Fruit, except the latest varie- 
cones, Fee about all been gathered and mar- 
keted. 


Southeast Section. 


“The week in this section has been made 
up of very cloudy weather, with showers 
almost every day. The rain was very 
beneficial to all crops, except possibly cot- 
ton and fodder. Cotton has shed less iy 
this section than others, The plant is smal: 
and the crop will be below that of last 
year. It is expected that cotton picking 
will become general in a few days. Foddet 
has not all been saved, the wet weather 
having at the same time injured the crop 
and retarded work. All other crops are in 
excellent condition, especially cane, peas 
and potatoes.”’
